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Development Areas as Centres of 
Peace Time Industry 


E publish this week the first of a short series of 
\ \ articles on the Development Areas. The present 
article deals principally with the measures that 
are being taken under the provisions of the Distribution 
of Industry Act, 1945, to encourage industrial develop- 
ment in these areas and the progress that has been made 
so far. Later articles will deal with the work of the 
Trading Estates and describe the situation in each of 
the present Development Areas. 
There are four Development Areas :— 


The North-Eastern Area comprising Durham and the ° 


industrial parts of Northumberland and the North 
Riding of Yorkshire. 

The West Cumberland Area which stretches from 
Silloth in the North to Millom in the South and 
includes Whitehaven, Workington and Maryport. 

The South Wales and Monmouthshire Area comprising 
Glamorgan and the industrial parts of Carmarthen, 
Brecknock and Monmouth, together with the 
Borough of Pembroke. 

The Scottish Area comprising Dumbarton, Lanark 
and Renfrew and parts of Ayrshire, Stirling, West 
Lothian, Midlothian and Dumfries, together with 
Dundee. 

As was recently announced, it is now proposed to 
add two more areas—the Wrexham district of North 
Wales and the Wigan and St. Helens districts of South 
Lancashire. The four original areas are the old Special 

Areas to which a number of additions 
Sake pall have been made such as Tees-side, 
Cardiff, Llanelly and Newport, and 
Glasgow and Dundee. The total population of the 


Development Areas was about 64 millions in 1939, or 


one-seventh of the total population of Great Britain and 
the total number of insured workers about 2} millions. 

For many years before the war, and especially in the 
“thirties,” the Development Areas experienced acute 
and prolonged unemployment as a result of an undue 
dependence upon a narrow range of heavy industries 
which were declining in importance, relied to a very 
large extent on the export trade and were especially 
liable to cyclical trade fluctuations. As these basic 


industries of coal, iron and steel, tinplate and ship- 
building declined in prosperity, no new industries 
replaced them except in the latter thirties on a limited 
scale as a result of the efforts of the Commissioners for 
the Special Areas. 

The effects of unemployment in these areas were 
particularly serious because there were few, if any, 
employment opportunities for women, and the men 
were often the only wage-earners. This situation, 
even in relatively prosperous years, resulted in the 
young women going into domestic service away from 

home or seeking factory employment 
Labour in other districts with a more diversified 
Surplus industrial - structure. In short, the 
decline of the major industries led to a substantial labour 
surplus whose extent was masked, since it was not 
wholly reflected in the unemployment returns. 

Even during years of recovery after the depression of 
1930-33, unemployment ranged from 23 per cent. in 
the Scottish Area to 33 per cent. in West Cumberland, 
compared with 14 per cent. over Britain as a whole. 
Expressed in another way, there were 500,000 people 
unemployed on the average in the Development Areas 
during the years 1934-38. This represented a concen- 
tration of nearly one-third of the total unemployment 
in Britain, in areas in which only one-seventh of our 
population lived. 

Susbtantial groundwork for the establishment of a 
new industrial structure in the Development Areas was 
initiated by the Commissioners for the Special Areas. 
The most important contribution was the construction 
from 1936-37 onwards of large-scale trading estates— 
one each in the three major areas—together with a 
smaller estate in West Cumberland and the erection of 
a number of factories on smaller “ individual” and 
“* group ” sites. 

The war brought about, although slowly, a state of 
full employment in the Development Areas through a 
restoration of activity in most of the basic industries— 
industries of particular value in time of war—and 
through the setting-up of many war plants. 

But the effect of the war has not been substantially 
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to change the industrial structure of the Development Areas. 
The closing of many of the more specialised munitions plants 
and some reduction in the activity of the basic industries which 
were artificially expanded to meet the needs of war production, 
has already resulted in the recurrence of unemployment. Long- 
term unemployment can only be prevented by pushing ahead 
with present schemes and introducing further factories on a 
considerable scale. 

Prospects are, however, favourable by reason of the general 
labour shortage and the overall shortage of factory space resulting 
from enemy action, from obsolescence and from the cessation of 
factory building in the war years in the wide range of industries 
which were “concentrated” or contracted. A point of con- 
siderable importance is that many thousands of men and 
women in these areas have for the first time worked in factories 
and acquired industrial skill of various kinds. 


Balanced Industry 


The Distribution of Industry Act became law in June 1945. 
Its objects are the development of certain specified areas and a 
balanced distribution of industry over the whole country. The 
Act authorises the Board of Trade in the Development Areas to 
acquire land (by agreement or compulsorily) so that premises 
for industrial undertakings may be provided. The Board are 
also authorised, on any land owned by them in the Development 
Areas, to erect factories and other ancillary buildings, including 
houses for key workers and to prepare sites for factories. 

The non-profit making trading or industrial estate companies 
set up by the Commissioners for the Special Areas are the Board’s 
agents in the exercise of these powers. The factories, whether 
built on trading estates or on individual sites (which may be 
chosen by industrialists), are leased by the trading estate com- 
panies. The Act also confers on the Departments of State 
powers to give special assistance to improve the basic services 
(communications, lighting, heating, power, water, health, 
housing, etc.) upon which depends the development of the areas 
specified under the Act and of industry in particular. 

Another section of the Act gives the Treasury (acting in 
accordance with the recommendations of an Advisory Committee) 
power to grant financial assistance to industrial undertakings 
established or proposed to be established in the Development 
Areas towards their capital requirements. The Act also gives 
the Board of Trade power to acquire and clear derelict land in 
the Development Areas or to give financial assistance towards 
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the clearance of such land where it is undertaken by local autho. 
rities or non-profit making companies. 


New Industries a 


Since the end of the war, a considerable amount of progress 
has been made towards setting-up new industries in the four 
Development Areas. By the end of 1945, 684 new factories or 
extensions and modernisations (excluding those of less than 
5,000 square feet) had been approved for the country as a whole; 
more than half of the new factories (excluding extensions and 
modernisations) are to be sited in the Development Areas. The 
new projects in the Development Areas amount in area to 13} 
million square feet and it is estimated they will provide addi. 
tional employment for some 83,000 people, of whom about 
36,000 will be women. 

While more than half of the new projects are being financed 
privately (including the majority of the larger schemes), a large 
number are being built by the Board of Trade for lease to indus. 
trial concerns. Among these projects, a wide range of industries 
is included such as clothing, chemicals and paints, textiles, boots 
and gloves, hosiery, light and heavy engineering, food, drink 
and tobacco, paper and printing, plastics, furniture and wood. 
working, toys and domestic appliances and fittings. 

Many of the new factories and extensions are being built on 
the estates started by the Commissioners for the Special Areas 
at Treforest near Pontypridd, Team Valley near Gateshead and 
Hillington near Glasgow, while others are being sited on the 
new estates at Jarrow, South Shields, Hartlepools, Swansea, 
Newhouse (Lanarkshire) and Dundee. Further estates in Scot- 
land are to be constructed at Greenock—Port Glasgow, Kil. 
marnock, Kilwinning, Renton and Blantyre. 

To make the fullest use of existing buildings and services and 
to secure a speedy conversion to civilian production, four of the 
larger Royal Ordnance Factories—at Bridgend and Hirwaun in 
South Wales and at Aycliffe and Spennymoor in Durham—are 
being converted into trading estates to provide employment for 
some 15,000 persons. In addition to the new factories and 











extensions, sixteen “‘ standard” type factories, originally built 
for war production, each of 50,000 square feet, have now been | 
‘leased to industrial firms for civilian production. Finally, many of ' 
the Government-owned munition factories in these areas have 
already been allocated for peace-time production.

Two New Development 
Areas Proposed 


HE Board of Trade is proposing to lay an Order before 

Parliament in the near future with a view to scheduling 

two new areas as Development Areas under the Dis- 
tribution of Industry Act. 

The areas concerned are :— 

1. The Borough of Wrexham and certain adjoining districts. 

2. The county boroughs of Wigan and St. Helens and certain 

nearby districts. 

The Wrexham Development Area, it is suggested, should be 
managed by the existing Welsh Trading Estate Company under 
the Chairmanship of Co. Sir Gerald Bruce, who will make suitable 
arrangements for local representation. 

An entirely new Government-financed Trading Estate Company 
is proposed to manage the Wigan St. Helens Development Area, 
and Mr. George Gibson has consented to become the Chairman. 
Mr. Gibson is Chairman of the North West Regional Board of the 
Board of Trade. 





Hosiery Working Party 


The Hosiery Working Party is consulting organised opinion 
throughout the industry, and in addition invites views and 
suggestions from individuals.

ETURNS compiled by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping, 

which take into account only vessels of 100 tons gross 

and upwards the construction of which has actually been 
commenced, show that there were 392 merchant vessels of 
1,612,810 tons gross * under construction in Great Britain and 
Ireland at the close of the quarter ended December 31, 1945. 
The particulars of the vessels in question are as follows, details 
being given for the preceding quarter and for December 31,

The tonnage under construction in Great Britain and Ireland 
is 116,567 tons more than that which was in hand at the end of 
the previous quarter and 471,105 tons more than the tonnage 
being built twelve months ago.

Oil tankers (of 10,000 tons gross and upwards) under construc- 
tion at the end of December 1945 numbered 53 and a gross 
tonnage of 397,026. Of this total, 21 of 139,036 tons were 
steamers and 32 of 257,990 tons were motorships. 

During the quarter ended December 31, 1945, 42 steamers 
(169,098 tons), 40 motorships (184,525 tons) and 9 sailing ships 
and barges (2,363 tons) were commenced; launchings com- 
prised 71 steamers (170,362 tons); 20 motorships (89,228 tons) 
and 6 sailing ships and barges (1,265 tons). 


Government Surplus 
Builders’ Materials 


“HE Ministry of Works has agreed with the National 
Council of Building Material Producers and the Distri- 
butors of Builders’ Supplies Joint Council a scheme for the 

disposal of surplus builders’ materials which are being thrown 
up by various Departments to the Ministry of Works as surplus. 
This arrangment covers commodities such as asphalt, bricks, 
slates, cement, wheelbarrows, rainwater goods, roofing-materials, 
glass, wallboards, sanitary fittings, builders’ ironmongery and 
joinery, fencing and workshop benches. 

Materials not required by the Government will first be offered 
to local authorities for the housing programme. For the re- 
mainder, as supplies become available bona fide merchants and 
producers will be invited, by advertisement in the local or Trade 
press and through Trade Associations, to apply for catalogues, 
which will be supplied for a nominal fee, and the goods will be 
sold by competitive tender. 

The Ministry is also prepared to negotiate with manufac- 
turers for them to purchase, in appropriate cases, the whole 
stock of their commodity remaining after local authority requize- 
ments have been met. 

The restriction of tendering to producers and recognised dis- 
tributors is in accordance with the Government’s policy to 
dispose of surplus goods through the normal ‘Trade channels in 
order to ensure fair distribution. To guard against profiteering, 
the purchasers will have to undertake that the goods are not 
resold above the current market prices of comparable new goods. 

In certain cases the surpluses will be exported. Normally this 
will be done through the manufacturers or export merchants. 

The bulk of Government stocks of goods suitable for housing 
will, of course, be absorbed by Government Departments them- 
selves or by local authorities, and it is not expected that large 
quantities of items in short supply will become available to the 
Trade. There will, however, be large quantities of goods which, 
for various reasons, such as pattern or condition, are not of much 
use for housing as they stand or which, in view of considerations 
of transport, have only a local market. There will, for example, 
be thousands of slow combustion stoves intended for Army huts, 
miles of asbestos pressure piping and glazed stoneware piping, 
and thousands of chemical closets.

The rise of 0-9 per cent. in food prices was the first upward 


movement for any year since 1942. The advance, however, was 
by no means general, being due rather to the exceptionally large 
increase for potatoes, which have a weight of three. In making 
the comparison between December 1944 and December 1945, 
it should be remembered that in the former month the food index 
was below the average for that year ; as will be seen from the table 
on the next page, average prices in 1944 and 1945 were virtually 
the same. 

The index for industrial materials recorded some change in 
each month of the year, the most significant increases taking 
place in the first half. No month, however, showed a movement 
of more than 0-6 per cent., from August onwards the index 
showed a progressive decline. 





The regrouped data, in which prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures (except fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned, showed 
increases between December 1944 and December 1945 in each of 
the three sub-divisions :—intermediate products (3-2 per cent.), 
basic materials (0-6 per cent.) and manufactured articles (0-5 per 
cent.). The rise for intermediate products was the largest yearly 
movement since 1941, and that for manufactured articles was 
the smallest since the outbreak of the war. The month to month 
movements varied considerably, the most outstanding being an 
increase of 1} per cent. in March for intermediate products. 

Building material prices were 2} per cent. higher in December

Only two commodities in the food division increased in price 
between December 1944 and December 1945, and these were 
confined to the “‘ other food” group. Potato prices rose by 38 
per cent. and coffee by about 10 per cent. The only other 
significant changes in this group were reductions of 124 per cent. 
for tomatoes and just over 4 per cent. for oranges, both of which 
are price controlled. 

Onion prices rose considerably as a result of the temporary 
removal of control in August, but dropped again to the original 
price when control was reimposed in November. Apple prices 
also varied during the year in accordance with changes in the 
controlled price, but in December were at the same level as a 
year earlier. 

Cereal prices showed a fall of 1 per cent. over the twelve months. 
Homegrown and imported wheat declined by about 3 and 14 per 
cent., respectively, mainly as a result of increased rebates being 
granted to millers in January to offset a reduction in the extrac- 
tion rate of flour. English gractte average and malting barley 
where both cheaper by just under 2 per cent., while oats for feeding 
fell in price by slightly over 1 per cent. 

The small decline recorded for “ meat, fish and eggs” was 
entirely due to a fall of 6-1 per cent., which occurred at the end 
of November, in the average price of wet fish. This was the 
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Further Rise in Coal Prices 


The rise of 8-8 per cent. recorded for the coal group was due 
to a further advance of 3s. 6d. per ton which came into effect 
on May 1. For the descriptions included in the index the 
increases ranged from 74 per cent. for Lancashire Best House to 
10 per cent. for South Yorkshire Hards. Coal now shows a 
larger increase since August 1939 than any other group; in the 
early part of. the war its increase was below the average, but it 
showed the greatest rise for any group in both 1944 and 1945. 

The most important price changes among iron and steel items 
were in respect of pig iron, which advanced by 15s. per ton on 
March 12, representing increases of 104 to 12 per cent. for the 
six types included in the index. Galvanised fencing wire and 
rainwater pipes also rose in price by about 9 and 2} per cent., 
respectively ; the only downward change was a fall of 34 per 
cent. in January in the price of high speed tool steel. 

The movements recorded for non-ferrous metals varied con- 
siderably during 1945, the most outstanding being a rise of 
214 per cent. in the price of zinc and a fall of 224 per cent. for 
aluminium ingots (weight of one-half), both of which had pre- 
viously been unchanged since December 1939. English lead, lead 
sheets and lead pipes, which have a weight of one-third each, in- 
creased by about 19,12 and 9} per cent., respectively, and there 
was a small rise of slightly over 1 per cent. for oopper wire. 
Decreases were recorded for copper solid drawn tubes (15 per 
cent.) and brass strip or sheet (10$ per cent.). 

In the cotton group, the rise of 1-4 per cent. was wholly due 
to increases on June 11 in the prices of cotton yarns and cloth, 
mainly to allow for higher labour costs. Egyptian yarns went 
up by 7 per cent. and American by 4 per cent. As the rebates 
to converters of utility cloths were correspondingly increased, 
utility cloth prices remained stable, but industrial canvas 
which is not subsidised rose by just over 3 per cent. 

Very few changes were recorded in the wool group. A decline 
of 3 per cent. in the average price of raw wool took place in 
November, while crossbred colonial tops also fell by 14 per 
cent. 

The rise of 1-8 per cent. in “other textiles” was mainly 
attributable to increases in the price of linen yarns, the two 
descriptions included in the index—dry spun line and aero warp— 
advancing in January by 9 and 6 per cent., respectively. The 
only other change was a small decline of slightly over 1 per cent. 
in the price of jute. 
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Cheaper Petroleum Products 


The substantial fall of 4-7 per cent. in the chemicals and oils 
group was due to reductions in August and November in the 
prices of petroleum products, resulting in declines on the year of 
194 per cent. for both “ Pool” fuel oil and burning oil, and 
114 per cent. for motor spirit. Lubricating oil also declined twice 
during the year (by 224 per cent. in February and 9 per cent. in 
October), the aggregate decrease amounting to nearly 30 per 
cent. ;* this item, however, has a weight of only one-half in the 
index. The only other fall in price was in respect of sulphuric 
acid (5 per cent.). Increases of about 3} per cent. were recorded 
for coal tar products and drugs, while the price of white lead 
paint was some 3 per cent. higher than a year ago.

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Lead Rationed Owing to 
World Shortage 


The Ministry of Supply announce that, owing to the world 
shortage of lead, it has become necessary to ration supplies 
available to the United Kingdom and it will no longer be possible 
for consumers to obtain their full requirements. 

For the time being the basis of rationing will be to restrict 
deliveries of imported lead metal by the Directorate of Non- 
Ferrous Metals to each consumer of over 2 tons per month to a 
percentage of his average monthly consumption of such metal 
in the four months’ period September to December 1945, subject 
to adjustment in relation to his stock position. For the First 
Quarter of 1946 the rate will be 80 per cent. and deliveries already 
made in January will count against this allocation. 


The issue of licences for unwrought lead of guaranteed 99-97 
per cent. lead content will be resumed forthwith, but the tonnage 
to be licensed during the First Quarter of 1946 will, for each 
month of the quarter, be restricted to 80 per cent. of the average 
monthly consumption of such lead in the period September to 
December 1945. Application may be made for one licence to 
cover the whole quarter. 


Applications for licences for unwrought lead of less than 
99-97 per cent. lead content and for scrap lead of all descriptions 
should be made on the basis in force before December 14, 1945. 


Enquiries concerning the above should be addressed to the 
Directorate of Non-Ferrous Metals, Grand Hotel, Rugby. It is 
requested that telephone enquiries should not be made unless 
absolutely essential. 

In order to bring the selling prices of lead in the United 
Kingdom more closely into line with current purchase costs, the 
Minister of Supply has made the Control of Non-Ferrous Metals 
(No. 20) Order which increases the maximum prices at which 
lead may be sold in the United Kingdom. 

The increase, which takes effect on January 15, 1946, is £9 
per ton, so that the new price will be £39 per ton for pig lead 
except for the quality known as “ English” which will be £40 10s. 
per ton. 

Holders of valid licences to purchase lead metal (as sold by 
the Directorate of Non-Ferrous Metals) granted on or before 
January 14, 1946, may on application to the Directorate at the 
Grand Hotel, Rugby, cover themselves by purchases, where 
they have not already done so, against such licences up to and 
including January 28, 1946, at the maximum prices ruling on 
January 14, 1946.

BRITISH STANDARDS 

In view of the increasing use of steel in building and also for 
ie manufacture of various building components, it is desirable 
at standards should be established for the degree of protection 
required when steel is subjected to various conditions of exposure. 
Work is now being carried out with a view to establishing a 
suitable method of testing which can be applied to any protective 
treatment that has been given to steel. 

Pending the completion of this work and the issue of the 
relevant standard, a Memorandum has been prepared describing 
various methods which can be used for pr.tection of light gauge 
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steel, and it gives recommendations as to the particular points 
which need to be observed. The Memorandum is intended 
essentially for general guidance and is of considerable interest 
in view of the importance of the problem at the present time.

The British Standards Institution has recently issued Standard 
Methods of Test for Transport Gas Producer Fuels (B.S. 1264— 
1945). 

The methods of test have been drawn up in the light of the 
best information available to the Committee and the recom- 
mendations of the manufacturers and operators of producer gas 
plant. The Committee has had the active co-operation of the 
Ministry of War Transport and the Ministry of Fuel and Power. 

While admittedly not complete, many requests ‘to the Institu- 
tion have indicated that the tests will prove of immediate value 
to users and will meet a definite need. The publication will be 
subject to addition and revision as further experience is gained. 

The standard tests cover methods for sampling, screen analysis, 
determination of strength and friability, total moisture, potential 
tar, critical air blast value, ash content, sulphur and chlorine, 
alkali used for activation, with an Appendix giving a graphical 
method of recording screen analyses. 

It has not yet been found possible to prepare performance 
specifications for the various types of fuel.

British and Foreign Investments 
in Canada 


HE Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, has recently 

published a report on the Canadian Balance of Inter- 

national Payments, 1926-44. This report indicates that 
at the end of 1939 total British and foreign investments in 
Canada were estimated at $6,926 million. While the exact 
distribution of ownership of this total is not known, an indication 
of the ownership is given by the countries in which the securities 
are held. Investments held in the United Kingdom were esti- 
mated at $2,466 million. Besides including British owned 
investments this total also includes investments held in the 
United Kingdom by nominees for residents of other countries. 
The value of investments held in the United States at the same 
time amounted to $4,190 million. While generally indicative 
of American ownership, this total also includes an indeterminable 
amount of securities held in the United States by nominees for 
residents of other countries. The remaining amount, $270 
million, was owned in other overseas countries. The total 
investments in Canada owned in these other countries would 
include, therefore, the $270 plus the indeterminable amounts 
included in the British and United States totals shown. The 
following table provides a summary of non-resident investments 
in Canada, 1926-1939 :—

; Bonds and Debentures 


More than half of the investment in Canada in 1939 was 
represented by bonds and debentures. This portion of the invest- 
ment, amounting to about $3,500 million, gives rise to large 
contractual payments of interest requiring a foreign exchange. 
Total interest paid in 1939 on Canadian bonds and debentures 
owned by non-residents of Canada amounted to about $136 
million, the larger portion of ‘which represents a payment to 
United States in Canada’s current account. This total of 
Canadian bonds and debentures owned abroad is, however, a 
relatively small portion, about one-third, of the total funded 
debt of the Canadian Government and corporations which 
approximated ten billion dollars at the end of 1939. The portion 
of outstanding bonds at the present time is even less as a result 
of repatriations during the war and the great growth in Dominion 
Government bonds sold to Canadian residents during the war. 
Non-resident holdings of government securities represented about 
$1,672 million of total holdings of $3,500 million bonds outside of 
Canada. Holdings of Canadian National Railway issues, estimated 
at $278 million in 1939, made up a large part of the remainder. 


Non-resident Investors 


Investments by non-residents in Canadian businesses including 
the railways total about $5,254 million. This investment is of 
varying importance in different Canadian industries. British 
and foreign capital have been an important source of investment 
in many industries. There are some groups of industries where 
non-resident capital accounts for’ the predominant part of the 
total investment, but there are other groups where capital of 
Canadian origin accounts for the major part of the investment. 

While non-resident ownership of industries in the chemical 
and allied product group represented 79 per cent. of the total 
investment, the corresponding percentage in the textile group of 
industries is only 17 per cent. The average percentage of non- 
resident ownership in all manufacturing enterprises is 42 per cent. 
The external investment in mining and smelting companies was 
also of comparable proportions, amounting to 42 per cent. of the 
total investment. In the case of railways the non-resident 
investment was 57 per cent., while non-resident investment in 
companies and commissions operating central electric stations 
was only about 25 per cent. Only a very minor part of the 
capital invested in merchandise comes from non-resident sources, 


the percentage being 9. The following table shows the percentage 
of British and foreign ownership of Canadian industry at the end 
of 1939 :-—

American Investments 


An important part of the United States investments in 
Canada is represented by the so-called direct investments. 
These are investments in branch, subsidiary and controlled 
companies and include the branch plants of American industries 
which operate in Canada. The total value of the investment in 
companies controlled in the United States at the end of 1939 
was $1,919 millions. More than half of this total, $984 million, 
was in manufacturing establishments. American direct invest- 
ments in public utilities were also heavy, the total invested in 
railways and public utilities controlled in the United States being 
$437 million. Investments in mining concerns controlled in 
the United States amounted to almost $200 million and mer- 
chandising and financing concerns controlled in the United 
States accounted for most of the remainder. The value of United 
States investment in Canada in companies controlled in the 
United States as at December 31, 1939, was as under :—

Portfolio investments in Canada owned in the United States 
amounted to about $2,186 million in 1939 apart from scattered 
individual holdings of securities included in the total American 
investment in branch, subsidiary and controlled companies. 
Some of the latter is made up of a large number of individual 
holdings of stocks and bonds in companies which are controlled 
in the United States and consequently specified as American 
direct investments in Canada. Most of the above total of port- 
folio investments is made up of holdings of Canadian bonds, 
which amounted to $1,809 million. 

In addition there is the indeterminable part of the American 
holdings of bonds of American controlled companies in Canada 
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which might also properly be regarded as portfolio investments. 
The total bonds of American controlled companies held in the 
United States in 1939 was $306 million. In addition there were 
American holdings of stocks of Canadian controlled companies. 
The book value of these in 1938 was $354 million. There was 
also an indeterminable amount of the stock holdings of Canadian 
companies controlled in the United States which are comparable 
to portfolio holdings and investments of $13 million in the 
capital stock of Canadian companies controlled in the United 
Kingdom and elsewhere and various other small items. Mis- 
cellanous investments in Canada are estimated at $85 million. 
Included in this figure are estimates of a great variety of non- 
corporate assets in such forms as mortgages, agricultural lands, 
summer homes, prospecting, estates and trusts and other assets 
administered for persons or corporations in the United States. 


British Investments 


British investments in Canada were predominantly portfolio 
investments. These amounted to $1,988 million and the major 
part of this total was made up of holdings of bonds. Total 
holdings of bonds in the United Kingdom were $1,315 million at 
the end of 1939. This total includes the $52 million of bonds of 
companies controlled in the United Kingdom but excludes 
about $75 million of the first Dominion issues repatriated from 
the United Kingdom in the latter months of 1939. This was 
the first part of the official repatriations which was one of the 
earlier methods employed in financing the British deficiency of 
Canadian dollars arising from the war. The book value of 
British holdings of stock of Canadian controlled companies was 
very large, amounting to about $660 million. A‘large part of 
this total was represented by holdings of railway stock. Other 
British portfolio investments in Canada included $55 million 
stock in Canadian companies controlled in the United States. 
British direct investments in Canada in branch, subsidiary and 
controlled companies totalled $366. The value of British 
holdings of capital stock of Canadian companies controlled in the 
United Kingdom made up $194 million of this total and the net 
assets of insurance companies and other corporation assets 
amounted to another $121 million. British investments in 
Canadian real estate, mortgages and various assets administered 
for British investors including the Canadian assets of British 
investment companies are estimated at $210 million. 


Other Investments 


The major part of the investments of other overseas countries 
in Canada are made up of portfolio holdings. Of the total of 
$270 million which can be directly attributed to other overseas 
countries, $71 million is made up of portfolio investments of 
Canadian bonds and stocks. Direct invsetments in companies 
controlled in these countries totalled about $49 million. An 
estimate of miscellaneous assets accounts for another $50 
million.

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T.W.E. Controls on 
China Removed 


HE Treasury and Board of Trade announce that Trading 
with the Enemy controls have been removed in respect 
of China. 

The Trading with the Enemy (Enemy Territory Cessation) 
(China) Order, 1946 (Statutory Rules and Orders, 1946, No. 11)* 
has the effect that from January 9, 1946, Chinese territories 
which had been occupied by the enemy cease to be treated as 
enemy territory for all purposes of the Trading with the Enemy 
Act, 1939 (including the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) 
Order, 1939), and it is no longer an offence under the Trading 
with the Enemy Act to trade within these territories with any 
person carrying on business therein. The Order covers all the 
formerly enemy-occupied territories of the Republic of China, 
including Manchuria. 

The Treasury has lifted its restrictions under Regulation 2A of 
the Defence (Finance) Regulations on the utilisation of sterling 
accounts, gold and securities held by banks for persons resident 
or carrying on business in China. 


Use of Sterling 


A Treasury Order (Statutory Rules and Order, 1946, No. 17)* 
has been made regulating the use of sterling at the disposal of 
residents in China. 

Bank balances and moneys payable by bankers to or for the 
benefit of individuals or bodies of persons resident or carrying 
on business in formerly enemy-occupied China (but excluding 
Manchuria) which have been exempted from payment to the 
Custodian of Enemy Property in the United Kingdom by virtue 
of the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) (China) Order of 
September 30, 1943 (Statutory Rules and Orders, 1943, No. 
1417), may now be held by banks free from Trading with the 
Enemy restrictions. In addition, the Custodian of Enemy 
Property has been directed to release to United Kingdom banks 
for the account of the original account holders moneys paid to 
him or held to his order as being bank balances or moneys 
payable by bankers to or for the benefit of individuals or bodies 
of persons resident or carrying on business in Manchuria. 

Money (other than that described in paragraph 5 above) 
which has been paid to or property which has been vested in the 
Custodian of Enemy Property only because the payee or owner 
was resident in formerly enemy-occupied China will be released 
in due course. 

Debtors in the United Kingdom may now arrange to effect 
payment to persons in the territory concerned (subject to the 
Defence (Finance) Regulations) if the debt has not already. been 
discharged. 

Debts (including payments for imports) due to residents in 
China are no longer required to be paid to the account of an 
approved bank in China, but subject to the necessary permission 
being obtained under the Defence (Finance) Regulations, may be 
paid in sterling to any Chinese account with a bank in the United 
Kingdom. Exports from the United Kingdom to China may 
now be paid for in sterling from any Chinese account. The 
requirement that payment shall be from the account of an 
approved bank in China no longer applies. 

As regards the Defence (Finance) Regulations, persons 
interested may obtain further information from their Banks. 

Company secretaries, registrars and other persons concerned 
with transfers of securities or other property in respect of which 
authority under Trading with the Enemy legislation has hitherto 
been required only because the owner was resident in formerly 
enemy occupied China should note that such authority is no 
longer required.

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Work of Canadian National Research 
Council 


HE President of the National Research Council of Canada 

in his Twenty-eighth Annual] Report for the year 1944-45 

refers to the fact that activities within the National 
Research Laboratories at Ottawa include the work of the 
aeronautical and hydraulic laboratories of the Division of Mecha- 
nical Engineering ; investigations in foods and industrial utilisa- 
tion of agricultural products in the Division of Applied Biology ; 
test and specification work and fundamental studies in the 
Division of Chemistry ; standardisation, basic studies and applied 
research especially for the Army and Navy, in the Division of 
Physics and Electircal Engineering. Physicists, chemists, 
biologists and engineers, trained in the art of making literature 
searches, work constantly in the library examining the hundreds 
of scientific journals and reports from all parts of the world. 

In aerodynamics some of the new work involves such various 
problems as balancing of controls on aircraft which is a long-term 
and very important study; work on aircraft skis, continued 
from pre-war ; the design of tailless aircraft and investigation of 
the factors which arise in their operation ; aerodynamic tests 
in bombing; scale effect, for which work the newly erected 
spinning tunnel is used; and all required tests on aircraft 
models, an essential step in the development of new designs for 
industrial as well as military use. 

Hydrodynamics embraces two main fields: model-testing 
basin tests on aircraft floats and seaplanes , and hydraulic studies 
on harbour and river problems in which such factors as silting, 
tidal effects, turbulence, Iccation of piers, etc., are involved. 
The new hydraulics laboratory is proving very useful in this type 
of work. 

A large amount of test work is done on aircraft engines. The 
international character of the war was reflected in the extent to 
which engines from different sources were used in training and 
operations. Substitutions of parts or of entire engines involve 
extensive tests to ensure safety and efficiency in operation. 


Improved Fuels 


Fuels have been greatly improved. Unsuspected savings in 
aviation fuel consumption were achieved through the develop- 
ment of a new type of cracked fuel which can be uSed satisfac- 
torily instead of straight-run gasoline in certain operations. 
Lubricants are under constant study. Close co-operation with 
petroleum refiners has proved mutually advantageous. 

Extensive studies have been made on moulded wood con- 
struction and moulding technique. Work is proceeding on the 
development of non-metallic artificial limbs and the indications 
are that considerable improvement in design and construction 
may come out of these studies. 

A great deal of design work has been done and prototypes 
of many types of gear, gun sights, projectiles, fuses and other 
devices have been constructed. 


Food Studies 


In Applied Biology, war requirements placed great emphasis 
on the need for work on foods, their preservation and methods of 
transport. In the pre-war period, freezing, storage and packaging 
of poultry had been developed to a high degree and extensive 
export markets had been secured partly as a result of the newer 
processes developed which resulted in the delivery to Great 
Britain of poultry in prime condition. Means had been found 
to overcome the discoloration that often occurred in overseas 
shipments of poultry. 

Bacon studies in co-operation with Canadian packers prior to 
the war had also resulted in a more uniform product being 
delivered to the British market and gradually a better competi- 
tive position in relation to Danish bacon was being established. 
War needs greatly augmented the demand for Canadian bacon 
while at the same time submarine warfare increased the shipping 
hazard and lengthensd the transport period. A simplified 
system of refrigeration developed in the National Research 
Laboratories permitted the carriage of bacon and other perish- 
ables in ordinary cargo holds. Installation of the device was 
made while ships were in port, and without delaying their 
sailing schedules. 

Industrial utilisation of agricultural products is an important 
branch of work. Investigations looking to the use of waste 
sulphite liquor from pulp mills by fermentation were under- 
taken prior to the war. Shortage of rubber led to the study of 
fermentation methods for the production from wheat of butylene 
glycol, and recent work has shown that this intermediate product 
may be useful as an antifreeze, as well as being the basis for the 
production of a large number of useful chemicals. In the course 


of these studies starch has been separated from the gluten of 
wheat. Processes are being developed for the modification of 
wheat starch as a substitute for other starches and for the 
production of syrups and sugars. 

A pilot plant using a mechanical method for the extraction of 
resin-rubber gums from such native plant materials as milkweed, 
is in full scale operation. 

Butylene glycol production is also in the pilot-plant stage. 


Chemical Activities 


Activities of the Division of Chemistry during the war were 
largely concerned with supply problems submitted by the Depart- 
ment of National Defence. This work often involved consider- 
able research in adapting substitute materials to wartime 
requirements or in developing new methods for producing stra- 
tegic chemicals. 

Work is organised in six sections :—textiles, organic chemistry, 
paints, rubber, colloids and plastics, and physical chemistry. 

Co-operation with the Department of Agriculture in the 
development of improved domestic grown wool has been a 
continuing research of considerable importance both to sheep 
raising and to the Canadian textile industry. 

Rot-proofing, flame-proofing and water repellancy treatment 
of fabrics have become of particular importance and substantial 
advances have been made in these techniques. A considerable 
amount of work has been concerned with the testing of fabrics 
and clothing against chemical warfare agents. Advice has been 
given on installation and operation of field laundries. 


Standard Measurements 


One of the basic functions of the Division of Physics and 
Electrical Engineering is defined in the Research Council Act as 
“ Investigation and determination of standards and methods of 
measurements, including length, volume, mass, capacity, time, 
heat, light, electricity, magnetism and other forms of energy ; 
and the determination of physical constants and fundamental 
properties of matter.” 

Much of the work of the acoustics laboratory during the present 
war has been in underwater sound detection at ultrasonic fre- 
quencies. This work followed naturally out of pre-war studies. 

Electrical engineering research before the war was retarded, 
but since the outbreak of hostilities the facilities of the laboratory 
have been greatly expanded and taxed to capacity. Many 
special jobs have been done for the Navy and Army. 

Electrical measurements and standards are essentially peace- 
time projects. New standards such as a standard mutual 
inductance, standard self-inductance and standard capacities 
will have to be completed or built and much time will be required 
in re-conditioning equipment, as soon as staff can be spared to 
resume this important work.

Dominican Republic 


Import Permits required for Cotton and Rayon Manufactures, 
Motor Vehicles and Tyres : The Board of Trade have received a 
copy of the Dominican “ Official Gazette”? of September 12, 
containing a decree No. 2960, dated September 7, which provides 
that the importation, distribution, warehousing and sale of 
articles, products and materials of foreign origin can be made 
freely and are no longer subject to any special requirements. 

Exception however, is made in respect of manufactures of 
cotton and rayon, motor vehicles and tyres for the same, while 
the supply of such articles is subject to restriction in the exporting 
country. 

The Dominican Consuls are not permitted to legalise com- 
mercial or consular invoices and shipping documents in respect 
of the exports of cotton and rayon manufactures, motor vehicles 


and tyres to be exported to the Dominican Republic unless a 


permit issued by the Directorate General for the Control of 
Imports and Exports is produced. 
The decree became effective on October 1.

The twenty-sixth Ordinary General Meeting of Apex (Trinidad) 
Oilfields Ltd. was held on January 10 at Winchester House, London, 
E.C. 

The Chairman, Mr. Malcolm Maclachlan, in submitting the 
accounts for the year ended September 30, 1945, said : Gentlemen,— 
Before dealing with the business which is to come before the meeting, 
I desire to express on behalf of the Board of Directors our sincere 
regret at the recent death of our esteemed colleague Mr. F. A. 
Robinson. Mr. Robinson had been a director of the company since 
1925 and the wide experience and shrewd judgment which he always 
readily gave to the affairs of the company were of the greatest service 
to us. I am sure you will desire to associate yourselves with our 
expression of esteem and deep regret. 


BALANCE-SHEET ITEMS 

The balance-sheet shows that the capital of £550,000 and the 
general reserve of £440,000 remain unchanged. The provision for 
taxation at £289,000 is considered to be sufficient to cover the liability 
to all existing taxation on profits earned to September 30, 1945. 
Provision for deferred drilling operations is £100,000 and sundry 
creditors and provisions total £147,000. On the other side of the 
balance-sheet the fixed assets stand at £692,000, which represents 
the capital expenditure upon the property and its equipment and 
development after over £4,400,000 has been written off in respect of 
amortisation and depreciation. Current assets comprise stores and 
oil in storage £235,000, debtors for oil sold and sundry debtors 
£233,000, tax reserve certificates £151,000 and cash at bankers 
£459,000 ; the surplus of current assets over current liabilities, taxa- 
tion and other provisions is £543,000. I am sure you will agree that 
there is good reason for satisfaction with the strong financial position 
shown by the balance-sheet. 

The profit and loss account shows that the oil profits for the year 
amounted to £581,000, and after providing £217,000 for amortisation 
of wells and £12,000 for London and New York expenditure, the net 
profit for the year is £351,000. 

The balance brought forward from the previous year is £144,000, 
making a total to be dealt with of £496,000. Interim dividend No. 50 
of 124 per cent. paid on July 21 last, and the directors’ additional 
remuneration thereon, amounted to £72,000. There. has been 
reserved for taxation in the United Kingdom and Trinidad £148,000 
and £30,000 has been added to the provision for “deferred drilling 
operations, leaving a balance of £246,000 at the credit of profit and 
loss account. 

We now recommend the payment of a final divident of 174 per cent., 
less British income-tax at 5s. 0}d. in the £, making a total of 30 per 
cent. for the year. The balance of profit carried forward will amount 
to £145,000. 

PRODUCTION FIGURES 

The production for the year, he said, amounted to 3,383,000 
barrels of crude oil and 3,192,000 gallons of*casing head gasolene. 
Deliveries to Trinidad Leaseholds refinery amounted to 3,398,000 
barrels of crude oil and 3,187,000 gallons of casing head gasolene. 

In accordance with the amortisation policy £217,000 had been 
written off the wells during the year and up to date 96 per cent. of 
the original cost of all the wells had been amortised. The whole of 
the wells now stood in the accounts at £128,000 which included 
£37,000 in respect of wells and new locations not yet due for amortisa- 
tion. The wells which yielded last year’s production therefore stood 
in the balance sheet at only £91,000. 

Figures which had been published during the last twelve months 
showed the marked expansion which had taken place in the oil 
industry of Trinidad and the very considerable contribution which 
that industry had made to the war effort. The total oil production 
for the year 1944, the last year of published figures, amounted to 
approximately 214 million barrels, to which the Apex Company had 
contributed approximately 17 per cent. 

The Company’s drilling programme, which was still under regula- 
tion by the Authorites, had continued to be directed towards obtain- 
ing production and also extending the tested areas of the property. 
In accordance with this programme 71,000 feet had been drilled 
during the year. 

In the Main Field development had proceeded normally during the 
year. Satisfactory progress had been made in the South Quarry area, 
which was a detached block of territory to the extreme south and 
this section had yielded the best well completions during the year. 

As regards the considerable territory which lay in the synclinal 
zone, one well had been drilled in the eastern section during the year 
but was unproductive. A second well was now being drilled in the 
western section of the zone and had given more encouraging indica- 
tions although mechanical difficulties had thus far prevented a test 
for production. . 

The Company continued to operate under the Sales Agreements 
with Trinidad Leaseholds Ltd. and United British Oilfields of 
Trinidad Ltd. to their mutual satisfaction, and the Chairman 
referred to the cordial relations which continued with those two 
Companies to whom they disposed of their products. 

Throughout the war the arrangements for the disposal of the 
products from the Company’s deliveries of crude oil and casing head 
gasolene had been regulated by the authorities. With the termina- 
tion of the war it was anticipated that changes would take place in 
distribution arrangements, but the trend of post-war conditions were 
not sufficiently clear to enable any reliable forecast to be given as to 
the course of the markets for oil products. 

The Agreement between the Oilfields Employers’ Association of 
Trinidad and the Oilfields Workers’ Trade Union, which had been 
satisfactorily observed through the war years, had now terminated. 
A new Agreement had recently been signed for a period of two years 
embodying increased wages and other benefits. 

The report and balance sheet were unanimously adopted.
